OTTAWA—The budget takes anoth- 
er 1 per cent off the sales tax, bringing 
it down to 2 per cent. This was the 
most important change it contained. 

The tax on the sale and transfer of 
stocks ig changed from a flat rate of 
three cents to a graduated scale from 
one cent to four cents.

Under date of March 1st distribution 
was made of First Interim payment on 
deliveries to 1928 Pool amounting to 
12e per bushel on practically all grad 
es, except No. 6, where the amount 
was lUc per bushel. In Alberta this 
distribution to Pool members aggre 
gated $6,500,000, 

In setting this payment a number 
of features must be taken into con 
sideration by the Central Selling 
Agency. Since the first year’s opera 


approximately 


tion of the Pool it has been the policy 
to make the First Interim Payments 
sulliciently conservative to permit the 
Selling Agency to continue a selling 
policy that in their opinicn may pro- 
cure ultimately the highest returns 
ta the grower, unhampered by any 
turn the market may take, when a 
large volume of crop remains unsold. 
To pursue such a policy consistently 
throughout the whole season, the 
Selling Agency must be at all times 
in a strong financial and market posi- 
tion. Should we at any time make 
too large an Initial or Interim pay- 
ment on any grade the net net returns 
to the grower would probably suffer 
us a consequence. 

Further it is necessary to fix the 
amount of payment several weeks in 
advance of actual date in order to 
take care of the enormous labor re- 
quired in balancing and closing the 
accounts of each grower and complet 
ing cheques for payment, The Alberta 
Pool alone has many thousands of 
individual accounts, and with this 
recent payment issued over 388,000 
cheques, and the greatest care must 
be exercised to insure accuracy. 

It is absolutely essential that the 
Canadian Wheat Pool proceed care 
fully and on sound lines to insure the 
safety and security of its members. 
Many farmers in this Province have 
only recently joined because of the 
fact that the Pool’s first five years of 
operation corivinced them that the 
organization wag being administered 
and conducted along sound business 
lines, and further realized that the 
Pool’s system of orderly marketing 
was sound in principle. 

The Peol Directors had a difficult 
situation facing them ‘at date of set- 
ting this Interim Payment with 
Argentine coming on the market witb 
a very large crop uncontrolled in its 
marketing, and Australia producing 
fifty million bushels more wheat than 
last year. It has happened before 
where over-optimistic leaders of Pool 
organizations in other countries have 
gone ahead with liberal early pay- 
ments, only to find that they were 
forced to sell heavily on falling mar- 
kets in order to maintain the required 
margin which excessive payments had 
impaired. Should the Canadian Wheat 
Pool be forced at any time to liquid- 
ate any considerable part of their 
holdings, readers can well imagine 
what effect it would have on market 
levels, 

The Pool is functioning splendidly 
and when the crop season closes the 
members will have received the best 
average price obtainable on the 
World’s markets for their wheat.

EDMONTON.—Alberta towns have 
no power to fix a definite maximum 
speed limit for motor vehicles being 
driven within their boundaries, under 
a judgment handed down at Edmon- 
ton by Mr. Justice Frank Ford, after 
hearing an appeal on one of the 
Leduc cases, In this hearing, C. H. 
Grant, K.C., who is also a counsel for 
the Alberta Motor Association, acted 
jfor the applicant, D, K. Knott, who, 
charged with speeding, had been con- 
victed in the police court, while H. 
R. Milner, K.C., was for the crown. 

This judgement is of vital import- 
ance to all motorists in Alberta, as it 
once and for all decides that town 
by-laws which set a maximum speed 
\for motor cars are invalid, The rea- 
son is that such bylaws are incon- 
sistent with the Vehicles and High- 
{ways Act, which permits, at least in- 
ferentially, a motor vehicle 
driven on all highways, except 
bridges, at any speed which is rea- 
{sonable under the circumstances, An- 
other point is that such bylaws offend 
against that part of the Vehicles and 
Highways Traffic Act which forbids

This 
might be so if the act provided a 
fixed rate of speed as was done in 
some of the earlier acts regulating 
the speed of motor cars, but it seems 
to me this does not follow where no 
definite rate is ‘permitted’ but 
“unreasonable’ rate only is forbid- 
den,

Approaches Factory Type 

Whether the Campbell farm is the 
forerunner of a “factory” farming 
system remains to be seen. Certainly 
this enterprise more nearly approach- 
es a modern factory than the oki type 
jfarm. Twenty-five eight plow tractors 
|—-powerful brutes of iron and steel 
that feed on gasoline instead of oats 
have replaced the horse. Resistlessly 
they pull great gang plows through the 
native sod, each turning over frum 30 
to 40 acres a day. The entire battery 
of them, if turned to the task, could 
plow up more than 1000 acres from 
subup to sundown. 

Seeding is done on the same whole 
sale scale. One of the big tractors 
pulls five 12-foot drills, seeding a 6v- 
foot strip with one trip across the 
lield. 

The harvesting scene on the Camp- 
bell farm is one that is particularly 
impressive. No binding, no shocking, 
no old-type threshing outfit with a 
crew of sweating, dustcovered men 
tossing bundles of grain into the 
hungry maw of the machines, Instead 
there are great combine harvester- 
threshers, Hauled by a tractor, the 
“combine” cuts a 14 to 16 foot swath 
through the ripened grain and the 
golden kernels pour out of a grain 
spout into the wagon box, ready for 
market. It hag been litthe more than 
a@ generation since the scythe and tre 
flail were used for euch work as this. 

Windrow Harvesting System 

For grain that bas ripened unevealy 
and contains too much moisture for 
immediate threshing Mr. Campbell has 
devised a system of harvesting that 
indicates why he hag been called the 
“Henry Ford of Farming.’ Wet grain 
cannot be stored with safety. Heating 
and spoilage is likely to take place 
when it contains more than 14 per 
cent of moisture. 

Unevenly ripened fields often must 
be cut before all the grain js thor. 
oughly mature and such grain usually 
is too high in moisture for “combin- 
ing”. To let the grain stand until all 
is ripe results in loss from shattering 
in the grain that is over-ripe and also 
adds to the risk of damage from un

Percy Williams, unbeaten Canadian

MIAMI BEATH, Fla.—The dream of 
the late Tex Rickard— an outdoor 
arena in New York City that could be 
converted into a mammoth stadium 
dedicated to boxing—is nearer reali 
zation than ever during the lifetime 
of the famous promoter. 

An offer of $4,000,000 for 75 per cent. 
of the stock in the National Exhibition 
Company, controller of the New York 
Giants in the National League, has 
been made the three principal owners 
of the company by the directors of the 
Madison Square Garden Corporation. 
The offer was taken under considera- 
tion by Charles A. Stoneham, Presi- 
dent of the company; Francis X. 
| MeQuaid former Treasurer, and John | 
| McGraw, manager of the team, after 
ja discussion here with William rf. 
Carey, new controller of the Garden 
@ifairs. 

Although Carey refused to confirm 
all the details outright for tear that 
publicity would spoil the deal, news of 
the negotiations leaked out following a 
conference here between Carey and 
McGraw, who flew to Miami Beach 
from Havana and left the same night 
to lay the proposition before Stone- 
ham in New York. The three own 
all but one-quarter of the stock in the 
company, the other largest block of 20 
per cent. being purchased recently by 
William Kenney, close friend of former 
Governor Alfred T, Smith, of New 
York.

“Straw, oat hulls, sugar cane 
babasse and flax tow hold out possi- 
bilities of being transformed from 
troublesome wastes into valuable raw 
materials,” the report states. 

Summarizing the situation, the 
report says: « 

“Changed conditions and new de- 
mands may convert the waste pro- 
ducts of today into valuable products 
of tomorrow. In this transition, how- 
ever, the fact must be remembered 
that in aiding one class of farmer to 
utilize their farm products to better 
advantage, other classes may be more 
or less seriously disturbed.” 

Honey as an anti-freeze solution is 
an illustration of how farm products 
may be turned to novel ends. An in- 
dorsement of this mixture is made 
by the Department of Agriculture to 
coincide with the statement of the 
Chamber of Commerce,

earnings in 1928 of $276,631,921.2¥. 
| This total compares with gross earn 
ings in 1927 of $246,716,374.40 showing 
an increase in gross earnings during 
1928 of $27,915,546.82, or 11.24 per cent 
over the previous year, 

During the 12 months of 1928 work 
ing expenses for the National system 
amounted to $218,248,343.68, as com- 
pared with a total of $203,315,684.29> 
during 1927, an increase of $14,932,- 
659.39, or 7.34 per cent. 

As a result the net earnings of the 
National system for the year 192s 
reached a total of $58,383;577.54 as 
against net earnings in 1927 of $45, 
400,690.11, an increase during 1928 of 
$12,982,887.43, equivalent to 28.60 per 
cent. 

Because of these favorable financial! 
conditions the operating ratio of th:
